HE Troops on both fides continue quiet 
in their Quarters. This Week an Ex- 
change was made at the end of the 
Bridge of this Town, of a certain Num- 
ber of German Prifomers for as many 

French ‘and Spaniards; the Piemontois Prifoners were 
nor included in this Exchange, becaufe there is no 
Cartel concluded yet with the Duke of Savoy. Thee 
Duke of Vendome has order’d a Line to be thrown 
up along the Sefia, from Breme to Romagnano and 
the Valleys of Sefia ; and when Breme is cover’d, he- 
will caufe the Bridge he has on the Po at Valenza to 
be carry’d up thither. The Grand Prior of France is 
gone to take upon him the Command of the Army 
on the Secchia; and from Modena ’tis advis’d, that 
he is arriv’d on the Secchia and has taken a Review 
of thofe Troops. The Duke of Mantua and the Duke. 
’ of Vendome are both in this Town. 
From the Leiden Gazette, dated March 18. 

Milan, Feb. 26. reported that Count Traut- 
manfdorf, who commands the Imperial Troops on 
the Secchia has detach’d 3000 Foor to reinforce the 
Imperial Army in Piemont ; who take their March 
the fame way that General Vifconti did, with the 
Detachment of Horfe he led into Piemont. Count 
Staremberg has his Head Quarters at Trino on the 
Po; the Imperial Troops he commands confift of 
6000 Horfe and 8000 Foot. And thofe of the Duke 
of Savoy, thar are employ’d in the Field Service, 
amount to 12000 Men; Befides what ferve in Gar- 
rifons, The Duke of Vendome has ordet’d a Line 
to be drawn from Breme on the Po to the Lac Ma- 
jeur to cover this Dutchyof Milan; and a ftrong 
Body of his Troops is pofted at Candia, to fecure 
the Workmen employ’d in making this Line. Not- 
withftanding which the Germans kave furpriz’d and 
‘carry'd off 300 of thofe Workmen: They continue 
likewife to make Incurfions into this Stare and the 
Mantuan Montferrat, and raife greac Contributions, 
They have ruin’d all the Mills that were builz over 
the Po in the Jurifdiction of Cazal ; and@hie of their 
Parties has defeated a Party of French near Mortare. 
The 22d 500 Piemontois Horfe pillag’d) Morlengho 
and 2 other Places neat Olegio, and carry’d off fe- 
veral Hoftages for the Payment of Conrributions, 
among them the Curates of two Parifhes. The Duke 
of Savoy and Count Staremberg making Prepara- 
tions as if they intended to open the Campaign with 
the Siege of Cazal ; the Duke of Vendome has caus’d 
all the Gates of chat Town to be kept faft fhurt, ex- 
cept that call’d the Gace of Alexandria, and has fer 
6000 Men at work to repair the Fortifications ; He 
has likewife fent for 3000 Men from the Secchia, 
and they are actually coming up the Po in Boats.

Turin, Feb. 29. ’Tis thought here that the French 
will not be able to bombard Nice, becaufe there is

_ Chamberry, Feb. 24. ThegMarhhal de Teffe arriv’d 
yefterday Morning at Gene¥a, and, after a few hours 
ftay there, he came hither laft Night. Some days 
ago the Troops of Savoy advanc’d to Chaumont,near 
the Fort of Exilles and Suza,and atcack’d it,bur were 
vigoroufly repuls’d and oblig’d to retire with the lofs 
of 60 Men. On this Occafion the Major of the Re- 
giment de la Marche and 2 or 3 Officers were 
wounded. The Piemontois Troops likewife made 


an Attempt in the Valley of: Pragela, with like Suc- 


cefs, and the lofs of 60 Men. To hinder the Incur- 
fions of the Enemy into the Country on this fide the 
Alps, the Regiment of Dragoons of Hautefort that 
was quarter’d in theMountains of the Tarantaife,and 
the Regiment of Foot of Marcilli that was at Thonon 
near the Lake of Geneva, have receiv’d Orders ro 
march towards the Upper Dauphiney, where the 
Peafants have already fecur’d the moft advantagious 
Pofts and barricadoed the Pafflages,in attacking which 
the Enemy has been repuls’d with lofs.
